Especially with regard to the latter statement with regard to acrylate adhesive, the statement appears not 
to be founded in fact and contrary to the requirements of MPEP 2143.01 which states that "A statement 
that modifications of the prior art to meet the claimed invention would have been 'well within the ordinary 
skill of the art at the time the claimed invention was made' because the references relied upon teach that 
all aspects of the claimed invention were known in the art is not sufficient to establish a prima facie case of 
obviousness without some objective reason to combine the teachings of the references Be parte 
Levengood, 28 USPQ2d 1300 (BPA1 1993).*

1 . An adhesive tape provided on one side with a self-adhesive composition and comprising a 
backing material comprising a polyester film coated with a crosslinked epoxy resin , wherein 

the crosslin ked epoxy resin is prepared using eooxv resins selected from the group 
consisting of liquid, solv ent-free eooxy resins based on bisohenofA, bisohenol For 
bisphenoi A/F: reactively diluted or olasticized eooxv resins: polyfunctions! novoiak 
glvcidvl ether resins: aliphatic or cvcl oafiphatic epoxv resins: and mixtures of said eooxv 
resins: and wherein said eooxv resins are cured using a curing agent selected from the 
group consisting of formulated Dotvethers/pofvamines: nonformulated aliphatic 
polvamines: ar aliphatic polyamines: cvcfoafiohatic polvamines: aromatic amine curing 
agents: modified ootvamlnes: oo/vamidoamines: oolvaminoimidazoline: oolvether amines; 
and formulated adducts or mixtures of said amines . 

S. The adhesive tape according to Claim 1 , wherein the self-adhesive composition has the following 
makeup: 



ethylene from 1 0 to 30% by weight 

vinyl acetate from 20 to 55% by weight 

acrylic ester from 30 to 69% by weight 

acryiamide from 0 to 8% by weight. 



1 1 . The adhesive tape of Claim 6, wherein 



the amount of ethylene is 10 to 15% by weight 
the amount of vinyl acetate is 30 to 35% by weight, 
the amount of acrylic ester is 50 to 60% by weight, 
the amount of acrylami[a]de is 0.5% by weight 
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
